Depsrti-.xent  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  narked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States, 

The  general  progrejn  of  the  lovm  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is 
to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical  nature 
and  for  ciirrent  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production  in  lova  and 
the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  or- 
ganizations, commercial  interests,  tcach.ers,  legislators,  and  county,  State  and 
govern: cental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in 
countics.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tr-.-ie.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  Gount3-  data 
that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  e'^isting  State  aiid 
federal  docuiients  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Herman  V.  Stremd,  State^ 
wide  TTork  Projects  J^.dministration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Econoinics  ond  Sta- 
tistics projects.  This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project  35-1- 
72-155  of  the  ITork  Projects  Administration.  Official  Project  665-72-3-56  fur- 
nished the  m.aterial  for  Tables  25  and  27. 

The  Ica-ra  Agricultural  Extension  Sorvice  participated  in  the  preporation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agri- 
cultural :b:perinent  Station  have  been  released  for  piibli cation  in  this  series. 
Special  credit  is  gi^ren  to  the  Iowa  asses,:ors  and  tax  officials  who  collect  da- 
ta on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.    ITithout  these  data 
by  toraiships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  vrould  be  less  accu- 
rate and  less  complete.

Story  Covinty  Y/as  established  in  January,  1846,   and  nsmed  for  Joseph  Story, 
a  Chief  Justice  of  the  United  States  fJupreme  Court,  1/     Previous  to  this  time 
it  \Tas  a  part  of  old  Benton  Counter,  vrhich  had  been  created  by  the  Wisconsin 
Territorial  Legislature  on  December  21,  1C37.  2/ 

On  April  4,  1848,  William  Parker,  the  first  white  settler  on  record,  set- 
tled in  a  c^ove  near  the  southeast  corner  of  the  county.     In  the  sprin:; 
1850,  Jaiiies  C,  SiTiith  of  Indiana,  vri. th  a  faanily  of  five  sons,  opened  a  farm  in 
the  county,   end  others  soon  follorred. 

In  1855  a  site  was  chosen  for  the  coimty-seat  and  named  Nevada.  This 
land  vras  deeded  to  the  county  by  J,        Ilorris,  but  he  retained  the  oimership 
of  every  alternate  lot. 

The  State  Agricultural  College  I'as  located  in  Story  County  in  1859  on  a 
farm  of  648  acres  lying  on  Squaw  Creek,  Story  County  secured  the  college  by 
a  donation  of  010,000  and  several  tracts  of  land  from,  the  citizens. 

The  northwestern  Railroad  was  e::tended  to  llevada  in  the  sramer  of  1864, 
and  the  town  of  Ames  vfas  laid  out  on  this  line  near  the  State  Agric-alturol 
College  in  I'ebruary,  1865,     The  toxm  was  nsmed  for  Oakes  Am,es,  one  of  the 
largest  stockholders  in  the  construction  coTxpa.nj,  3/

Story  County  is  approximately  24  r.-dles  square  and  embraces  567  square 
miles,  or  562,880  acres,  4/    Of  this  number,  352,551  acres  are  listed  as  farm 
land.  5^    There  are  16  townships,   all  coinciding  with  the  Congressional  tovra- 
ships  of  the  county  =     It  ranks  thirty-<si::th  in  point  of  size  in  the  State, 
sho.ring  this  place  with  Buchanan  end  Cerro  Gordo  counties,

The  rrowth  vras  rapid  from  the  beginninG  and  has  never  experienced  a  period  of 
recession.

Cooneratives 


In  1937  there  were  22  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this  coun- 
ty--8  elevators,   5  creameries,   6  livestock  enterprises,  1  merchandise  estab- 
lishment, 1  petroleura  plant  and  1  m.iscellaneous  organization. 

As  a  vfhole,  they  had  3,428  members,  of  which  2,978  were  active,   and  5,585 
persons  did  business  v/ith  the  22  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a 
business  voluvoe  of  s;)2,155,358  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  trejisacted 
^210, 970  worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  com:nodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperat:ives  m.arket 
farm  oom.iodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  13/

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Fruit 

The  largest  apple  crop  was  recorded  in  1884,  vihen  ^4,226  trees  produced 
30,246  bushels.     In  1934,  11,825  trees  and  8,896  bushels  vrere  listed.  In 
1909,  the  record  year  for  plums,  12.529  trees  yielded  2,148  bushels*     In  that 
sarae  year,  9,645  cherry  trees  produced  1,830  bushels,   and  16,697  grape  vines 
bore  142,793  pounds  of  fruit.  14/ 

Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdoTO  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn^  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off,  A  total  production  is  given  x'or  each  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  hus!:cd,  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived 
by  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sum- 
mations of  individual  farm  productions  shorm  as  husked.  This  ass-umes  tho.t 
acreage  not  husked  iTOuld  have  produced  the  SBjae  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  vrere  mads  by  the  Gtate  assessors'  office  because 
it  Tfas  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for 
husking  orid  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  ".rhich  would  have  a  different  and  loa/er 
yield.     This  separate  yield  estimation  iras  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  \:as  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  toYmships,     The  tor.Tnship  j/ields 
for  these  tvTO  years,  then,   are  somev.diat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown 
by  toimship  v.dth  this  yield,   end  an^^  attempt  to  m.ultiplj'-  it  by  the  acreage 
shorm  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  county 
sumraary  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shovm  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shorm  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
suraed  to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations,    'The  county  yield  and  tormship  yields 
are,  thereforo,   consistent  in  all  years  except  1934  and  1936.
